Horsemen and Racing Enthusi- 
asts Arrive in Large Numbers.

Visits to the Fair Grounds and 
Jefferson Park Reveal Many 
Transformations. 



NEW ORLEANS, Ln„ Novenilior 7.— With official 
nniioiinccniciit that Francis Nelson, the well-known 
ainl capable (!anadian racing; official, would be a 
meniher of Jefferson Park’s official family and serve 
at that course as one of the stewards this coming 
winter, the racing stage for this i>oint la completely 
set, and It will be a case of marking time until the 
bugle calls the field to the i>ost in the inaugural 
dash on Thanksgiving day. 

The Cresc*ent t'ity at present carries the ear- 
marks of a race meeting in ptogress, for horsemen 
and devotees of the ^port from different parts of 
the country are abundantly in evidence everywhere 
and every train is adding a liberal quota. The same 
applies to horses, and each train from east or 
south has two or more express cars of racers. Stop 
notices have been sent to many owners w’ho had 
designs on either the Jefferson Park or Fair Grounds 
as campainging points this winter to refrain from 
shipping because cf lack of stable space, but some 
have dlareganled the notices and are taking a chance 
on finding accomino4lations of some sort for their 
horses and caretakers. 

The reconstructetl Fair Grounds will have ac- 
commodations for 1,270 horses when the stables 
now under construction are completed. The .Jef- 
ferson Park track has accommodations for i>o0 
hors<*s. This insures over l,riOO liorses for the racing 
this winter, entirely too many, but should be bene- 
ficial to the extent that it will insure contests 
by the better grade of horses, providing the secre- 
taries of the two racing asso<*iations frame their 
racing programs with that end in view-. 

A visit to lioth c<iurses reveals that both plants 
have beneficial transformations. The Fair Grounds 
particularly Is an entirely altered plant and un- 
recogniaable by former visitors. Its modernization 
is thorough, and nothing has been overlooked that 
will tend to make for improvement in the sport and 
the comfort of tlie nicing patrons as well as the 
horsemen and army of employes. Every stable came 
ill for attention and was brought up to a 100 per cent 
standard of serviceablcness. The approaches to the 
stables as w'ell as the ground foundation of each 
stable w’as ralseil to a height tliat would assure 
0 (‘cui>ants of eaich stall safety from overflows in case 
of severe weather bidng a rei>etition of the last 
two .vears. The drainage around each stable is 
also of the most approved modern style, with indi- 
vidual water mains in each stable. Horsemen were 
amased with the i>erfect stabling facilities and 
voiceti their pleasure at this arrangement. 

The track likewise shows the radical change 
brought in it, and the heavy layer of top dressing, 
as w'cll as the excavation of the former bad places, 
has given to the going more resilience and will 
eliminate the prospect of a leontinuity of mud racing, 
even if the weather is bad. The Fair Grounds 
new track has stood up surprisingly well after the 
recent hard rains. 

IMPROVEXENTS AT JEFFERSON PARK. 

But if the Fair Grounds track is a sourc-e of 
wonder to the horsemen, the Jefferson Park track 
is more so. During the summer track superintendent 
Kiiiprich has been diligently at work remedying 
former defects, and the application of l.*»,000 yards 
of river sand seems to have solved the problem 
of that courae, for the going, now’ thoroughly 
mixed with the former sulistance, shows solidity 
and springiness and it now’ looks as if there w’ill 
lie more miles run under 1:40 than there will be 
miles over that figure, and in case of inclement 
weather the track will dry fast bechuse of the 
Improved drainage. 

A postponement of racing at this track, like 
occurred last year, because of the flooded condition 
of tlie course and grounds is now’ an imimssibllity. 
The drainage is now iierfecf. At present roadw’ays 
are under cours** of c*onst ruction, and when the gravel 
and cinders are distributed around the Jefferson 
Park stable approaches the owners stabling at that 
course will be as i-omfortably quartere^il as those at 
the Fair Grounds. 

Activity is the order at both tracks and the 
arrivals of horsemen steady. Many of the more 
pretentious establishments which will take part in 
the W’luter racing arc alrcad.v here and include A. 
G. Blakeley w’ith 15, M. J. Murphy with 14, C. 
Buxton with 10, A. B. Spreckels with 28; Black- 
ford A Vestal with 24. S. A. Clopton with 18, W. C. 
Clancy with 11. M. Goldblatt with 11, C. Hawk 
with 11, E. W. Moore 7. O. Rogers, R. McKeever, 

J. H. McDonald, G. Peterson, H. T. BaUhelor, 

K. B. Bradley. A. L. Kirby. Knebelkamp & Hower- 
ton and many others. I»rellminary racing arrange- 
ments are being looked after by Jos. A. Murphy, 
J. B. Campbell and M. N. McFarlan, officials 
who will serve during tlie winter, and who are here 
for the present. Jos. Murphy will soon leave to 
officiate at Bowie before returning to Jefferson 
Park after the close of that meeting*

Wrack, The Curragh, ’ Beach Comber and Black Cndgel, Mad Hatter and Exterminator Expected to 



. Toney Prominent Aspirants to Stud Fame. 



Four young stallions likely to make a decided im- 
pression in our breeding and racing before many 
years roll by are Wrack, The Curragh, Beach 
Comber and Black Toney. The first three of these 
are exclnsively English in blood, although Beach 
('omlier w’as bred in this country. Black Toney 
is all American. Wrack has not been here many 
years, hut lie lias aln*ady sent some speedy tw’O- 
ycar-olds into our racing, and is located where lie 
has every chance in the w’orld to sire mure like 
Blazes uiid Blue Wrack. So i>ervading is the 
influence of St. Simon in present-day English breed- 
ing that few horses brought here for breeding fail 
to trac-e to him in one or more lines, hut Wrack 
is one of tlie few’, although St, Simon’s sire, Gala- 
pin, does apiM‘ar in liLs iHHligriM». He was an excel- 
lent ra<*e horse in England, and his peiligree will 
stand any amount of investigation and analysis. 
•Here it is: 
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With extensive breeding studs in France, Eng- 
land and tlie United States. Mr. John Sanford has 
great experience in consideration of breeding prob- 
lems, and his selection of The Curragh to head his 
Hurricana Stud is an experiment that .should be 
productive of pleasing results. The Curragh was 
a good race horse, and when a four-year-old won 
the Babniham Plate at a mile and a half, Kempton 
Park Great Jubilee Handicap at a mile and a quarter 
and the Princess of Wales Stakes at a mile and a 
half for Lord Cadogan, all being contested by high- 
class horses and rai*es of much value. Thus, w’heti 
.selected and brought over here he w’as a proved 
gfKMl repre.sentative of the staying line of Spear- 
mint, Carbine and Musket. His ancestry points to 
stamina instead of excessive si>ecd, hut the latter 
essential is not lacking in his capabilities of trans- 
mission*, as his fleet son Irish I>ream has demon- 
strated on more than one occasion. We shall know 
more of The Curragh by and by. In the meantime, 
his taking i>edigree is: 
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Beach Comber is a gigantic son of the Triple 
Crown winner Rock Sand and the St. Serf mare 
Fairy Slipiier. When a yearling Edward R. Bradley 
gave $14,000 for him at public auction. His massive 
carcass proved too much for liis legs, and he could 
not be trained successfully. He did not start w’hen 
a two-year-old, and only once w’hen a three-year- 
old, but when a four-year-old w’as sent to the post 
in eleven races, in which lie placed two seconds and 
one third to his credit. That w’as his racing record, 
and his return to Mr. Bradley was $288, a sorry 
sum, his cost considered. His best race was a good 
second to Greville at a mile in J:39 over the Douglas 
Park track, niat he was naturully gifted with the 
ability to race to a high standard was well known 
in private, but he was so difficult to train property 
tliat he was given up in despair and sent into stud 
senice. He is a grandly -bred horse, all English, 
and all of the most fashionable and successful lines. 
Given the right alliance he can hardly fail as a 
sire, the following iiedigree being his guarantee: 
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Furnish Great Fight for the Rich Prize. 

BALTIMORE, Md., November 7. — The two power- 
ful racihg establishments of Commander J. K. L. 
Ross and S. C. Hildrt'th will clash again tomorrow 
at Pimlico for one of the big prizes of the fall 
meeting of the Maryland Jockey Club. The Bowie 
Handicap of $10,000 added, at one mile and a half, 
is the valuable event that brings together the stars 
of these tw’o stables, ('ommander Ross has named 
('udgcl and Boniface to represent liiin, while Sam 
Hildreth will de]>end ui>on Mad Hatter and (\>rn 
TiLssel. It will in all probability be Cudgel and Mad 
Hatter that will fight it out for the two leading 
stables of the year. Cudgel will have to b4* at his 
best, as Mad Hatter lia^j only 113 i>oiinds to shoulder 
to 131 on the Ross star. Mad Hatter has giviii 
convincing evidence that lie is a siqierb long dis- 
tance racer, his easy victories in the Latonia Cham- 
pioiisliip Stakes and Pimlico Autumn Haudlcup at- 
testing to tliat fact in no uncertain terSns. 
Cudgel’s ability is w’ell kuow’n and, although he has 
not been as successful in this year’s racing as in 
previous years, nevertheless he can always be de- 
Iiended uiJon to do his best under the most trying 
conditions, heavy weights and long distances holding 
no terrors for the game and stouthearted son of 
Broomstick — Eugenia Burch. 

Ilow’ever, it is no certain thing that the winner 
I of the Bowie Handicap will come from either of 
the above-mentioned stables, for Exterminator, one 
of the best handicap horses seen in this country in a 
number of years, is also a sure starter in tomor- 
row’s big race and W’ill be found figliting every yard 
of the mile and a half w’ith the Ross and Hildreth 
representatives. Exterminator has race<I east and 
w’est under all sorts of conditions, always with big 
W’cight up, and has never failed to give a good 
ucconiit of himself. 

The weather forecasts on the eve of the race 
ar<‘ for a clear, bright day, which will assure a 
fast track and a record-breaking crowd to witness 
it. 

The remainder of Sivturday’s program is inviting, 
with the Green Spring Valley Steeplechase as the 
attraction for ^ the devotees of that fascinating 
brancli of the siKirt. while the Southern Handicap 
at one mile and a sixteenth is the secondary feature 
of the racing on the flat. A fine band of Jumpers 
are carded to start in the steeplechase and, al- 
though the field is small in the Southern Handicap, 
the probable contenders are fast and true racers, 
assuring a struggle worth seeing. 



KENTUCKY POLITICS AND RACING 

IjOL’ISVILLE, Ky., November 7. — The election of 
Edward Morrow, Republican, to the governorship of 
Kentucky and a •Republican li'gislatiire, is believed 
to effectually put an end to any chance for siiceess- 
ful legislation hostile to racing in Kentucky. It has 
been known for some time tliat a bill to hamper 
racing liad been prepared and would have bt^en in- 
troduced at tlie opening of the legislature had the 
complexion of it remained unchanged. Many people 
interested in racing have been anxious about tlie 
situation for weeks. 

However, the election has clarified matters 
greatly, as a large majority of the new officials are 
known to be strongly in favor of eoiitiuuiug the 
sport iqion even a larger scale. A. T. Ilert, Na- 
tional Republican committeeman from Kentucky and 
a heavy stockholder in the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
could probably aloue put an end to any agitation 
against racing, but he has many influential friends, 
both in politics and business, that w’ill be found 
lined up with him if a test ever comes. The minis- 
ters of this city were the chief agitators against 
racing and have been at work all the year.

PIMIdCO, Md., Novejnber 7. — Commander J. K. 
L. Ross’ great three-year-old Sir Bazton came back 
with a splendid iierformauce in the Pimlico Serial 
Weiglit-for-Age race this afternoon, w’liieh he w'on 
in easy fashion by a couple of lengths from The 
Porter. Sir Barton set a fast pace all the way and 
ran the mile in 1:40, a splendid effort, considering 
the track was not at its best. In his previous 
race on Wednesday Sir Barton was beaten off by 
Mad Hatter and Bridesman. He was ridden by 
Loftus on that occasion. Today tliere was a change 
in riders, Kiimmer having the mount. 

Close and interesting racing marked today’s sport. 
In the opening dash the smallest of margins sepa- 
rated the first three horses at the finish, Samuel . 
Ross’ Gnome earning a neck decision over Duke 
John, which was but a head in advance of Le 
Balafw. 

Again in the second it w’as nip and tnck between 
Martha Luckett and Fuisuu Do re, the former win- 
ning by a heu«L with the latter gaining with evelY 
stride. Toucanet w’as the favorite in this race, 
but did little to warrant the preference. 

Another close finish came in the sixth race, a 
claiming affair at one, in which the five -year- old 
Nebraska lieat Keen Jane by a neck in a driving 
finish. 

The Baltimore Steeplechase for maiden jumpers 
resulted in an easy victory for tlie Prince Palatine 
tliree-j’ear-old War Paint, W’hich showed a splendid 
performance over the fences.. 

Wedding Cake was confidently backed in the 
fifth race, but after setting a fast early pace 
tircHl and gave way to Germa and St. Allan, the 
former winning easily. 

The mile and u quarter dash that closed the 
day’s racing proved easy for R. T. Wilson’s Thistle- 
Jon. 

TROUBLE OVER COLT AN2AC. 

After Ral Parr claimed the two-year-old Anzac 
from G. W. Forman yesterday u complaint was 
lodged with the stewards that the colt had run in 
heavy plates and lead pads. Forman was sent for 
and insisted that the colt be brought back into tlie 
paddock and his plates removed and the pads he 
wore examined. It was found that while the plates 
were a bit lieavier than tliose usually worn they 
had been placed on the colt’s feet with a light pad 
lined with oakum in order to protect them from a 
bad case of thrush which had eaten away part of 
the frog. The matter was taken under advisement 
by the officials and Forman was absolved from anj’ 
evil inten.. Forman claimed the colt from Mr. Parr 
a few days back and this probably accounted for 
the ill feeling in the matter. 

Stuart Polk, who suffered a broken leg as a re- 
sult of a fall while astride a fractions' horse during 
the Havre de Grace minting, had another accident 
yesterday. The jumiier Lewis Opper, which had 
unseated his rider in the steeplechase, bolted through 
the paddoc’k and, knocking Polk down, broke his nose 
ill two places. 

The long season, -which is rapidly drawing to a 
close, has evidently got on the nerves of some 
of the horsemen. There was quite a bit of excite- 
ment in the paddock yesterday as a result of several 
(liallenges which were issued by some of these ex- 
cited individuals. Fortunately the better judgment 
of some of the cooler heads prevailed and no damage 

The victory of Star Court at Pimlico Wednesday 
was tlie fourth straight win for W. R. Coe’s good 
Star Shoot colt, which seems to be impruviug with 
each succeeding race, 
was done. 

Commander J. K. L. Ross claimed his own filly, 
Faisau Dore, for $4,305. 

A. Armstrong of Cincinnati,’ O., who was gassed 
and wounded while in the service with American 
Expeditionarj’ Forces, has been sent to Denver, Colo., 
for treatment bjr the government. 

Ex -jockey C. Turner has been engaged by Thomas 
Welsh and will leave this w’eek for Belmont Park.

MISSOURI TO HAVE STATE PRESERVE 



Fine Body of Sporting Land in Phelps and Crawford 
Counties Selected. 



A tract of 3,080 acres of land in a compact and 
continuous bmly. lying partly in Phelps and partly in 
Crawford County, has lieeii selected by Timothy Bir- 
mingham. Missouri’s state game and fish commis- 
sioner. -for piinliase by the state as a park and 
game and fisli preserve. 

Tliis tract of land includes tiie gn*at Mcrimae 
Springs .«ind the site of tlie famous old Merimae 
Iron works. whh*h wen* o|>erated extensively from 
eurl.v in the ’40s up to 1878. sa.vs a Missouri ex- 
cliange. It embraces eiglit miles of river fnmt on 
the upper Mcriniac River and along tin* “dry fork’’ 
of that stream. These streams, with the great 
spring and tlie river of ic«* cold water that flows 
from it. make an ideal place for propagation of all 
kinds of game fish. There is i>erh;ips more virgin 
fon*st on the tract of land than on any other tsKly 
of the same area in Missouri. 

The purchase is subject* to approval b.v tlie gf»v- 
enior and attorney-gem.ral, and these officials will 
visit and ins|»e<*t it soon. 

The land lielongs to the Merimae Springs C»>ni- 
paiiy. the corporation fieiiig tin* pro|K*rty of the 
James estate, which in former years oiKTuted the 
iron mines and Avorks. 

Tlie price for the land is $1,50.000. which is to b<* 
paid on terms agreeable to the state if Hie deal is 
consummated. 

Provision was made by the legislature for estab- 
lishing a state game and fish preserve four .vears 
ago b.v creating a fund, the nucleus of which is five 
per cent of ail the money derived from issuance of 
linnting and fisliing licenses. This fund now amounts 
to $35.4M)0. It is estimated that the entire purchase 
price can be paid from this fund in tlie ensuing 
four .vears. 

A number of sites have l>e 9 ii considered for the 
state park. On the score of .accessibility and adap- 
tability the Merimae Springs tract is conceded to be 
far better suited for tlie purimse than any of the 
others. 

The Ideriniac Spring floAvs 1,50.000.000 gallons of 
water each twenty- four hours. This flow empties 
into the Merimae River a mile from where it hursts 
out of the subterranean recesses at the base of a 
bluff 200 feet in height. The spring and tlie 
stream connecting it with the river are full of rain- 
bow trout of groat size. 

Picturesque scenery, nigged bills and virgin 
forests even at present abounding in game are found 
in the tract of land selected for the state park. 
It is the natural habitat of wild turkey, quail, 
squirrel and other small game. Both forks of • the 
Merimae River are full of bass, crappie, i>ercli. 
Jack’* salmon and other game fish. 

There is a good road for automobiles from St. 
James on the “Frisco” railroad. The tract is lo- 
cated 100 miles, or alKMit four hours either b.v train 
or automobile from St. TjoiiIs. iiiid is more readily 
accessilde to all parts of tlie state than any of 
the other sites considered for establishnieiit of the 
park. 

Of the 3.000 acres there are some 400 in cultiva- 
tion. suffici<*nt to pnaluce all that is necessary 
for the maintenance of herds of dt*er. elk and otiu'r 
game animals Avitli which tlie park is to Im* slocked. 

It is Expected that Governor Gardner and Attor- 
i*.v-(Ieneral McAllister will at once ins|>ect the tract 
of land, and that tlie.v will approve of its purchase

Game Hogs Murder Many Animals at Superior 
and Deer Lodge. 



RcjM»rts of tlie wholesale slaughter of tame elk 
in tlie vicinities of lKs*r LMlge mid Superior. .Mont., 
have aroused warm indignation in these eominii- 
iiities. iiecordiiig to a report recently received from 
Missoula. .Nearly a hiimlred of tlie animals, whicii 
under the prote.ction of the law the past few years 
have groAvn almost as tame as dair.v cattb*, were 
killi*d in a few lionrs near Sii|M‘rior. ami sixty -four 
Avere slud doAvii b.v not more than five game liogs 
Avest of Deer L»tlge. Both reiK»rts are lK“ing investi- 
gated. 

i lie elk Avere taken from Yellowstone Park a 
iiumlMt* of years ago and transplanted in western 
Montana. Avliere they were protected until the ses- 
ioii of the legislature last Aviiiter. Tlieii tin* soloii'^. 
against the n'conimendatious of State ttame Wanlen 
Ih? Hart, lifted the ban and allowed an o|M*n sea>on 
of ten days in Mineral (’ounly and forty-five da.vs 
ill i’ovvell (’ounty, except in tlirit part lying soulli 
of the north fork of tlie Blackfofd River, vvliere 
tlie hunting av.is restrieted to ten days. 

Mcaiiwliili* the elk have Imh-oiiu* accustomed to 
men and liave lost the vigilance they once Iiad. 
When the s!*ai*on qiH*iied tlie alleged siM»rtsinen Avere 
ready Avith an organized plan for killing them, ac-
